The focus of this bibliography is on the recent resettle- 
ment within the United States of refugees from Indochina* Hence, 
materials covering other areas of related concern — such as the 
worldwide refugee situation, the resettlement of other refugee 
populations, or general works on the "historical, sociological, 
or. legal aspects of refugee studies — have as a rule been 
omitted* Individuals desiring to pursue these (and many addi- 
tional) avenues of concern will find the following two biblio- 
graphies extremely helpful:-
